It pioposes to place the-General 
Government in a situation which shall re- 
lieve it from all dependence on the 
%vill of corporations or individuals; to 
withdraw those moneys from the uses 
of private trade and 
confide them 


to 
agents 
constitutionally 
selected 


and controlled 
by law; to abstain 


from improper interference with the iu- 
dnstry of the people, and withhold'in- 
ducements to improvident dealings on 
the part of individuals; to preserve the 
measures of the Government from the 
unavoidable reproaches that flow from 
such a connection, and the bunks them- 
selves from the injurious effects of a 
supposed participation in the polilical 
conflicts of the day, from which they 
will otherwise find it difliualt to escape." 
The last sentence is prophetic.
